Hentchel suddenly disappeared on May 
24, 1904, and not.the least trace of him 
could. be found. Crime was suspected, 
but the police abandoned their investiga- 
tion without finding the least clue. 

A few days ago Niederhofer attempted 
to sell to a jeweler several articles of 
value which formerly belonged to Hent- 
chel, and as it happened the jeweler re- 
membered that they corresponded with 
particulars circulated by the police de- 
Scribing articles of jewelry which Hent- 
chel commonly wore. These 
diamond rings and an extremely expen- 
Sive bracelet. The jeweler immediately 
communicated with the police, and de- 
tained young Niederhofer until they ar- 
rived to arrest him. 

Publication of the news of Nieder- 
hofer's arrest ‘brought other suspicious 
circumstances to light. A former em- 
ployee at the Niederhofer circus inform- 
ed the police that David Nifederhofer or- 
dered him about three years ago to dig 
a deep hole in waste land adjoining the 
circus.

vannah, during July to receive instruc- 
tions that will enable them to act in 
cooperation with the United States coast 
defense in case of war. 

The outing will be taken at the expense 
of the government. Similar invitations 
have been extended to the governors of 
sixteen states on the Atlantic seaboard 
and on the gulf coast, The plan !s evoly- 
ed from the desire of the war department 
to have more men on the coast defense 
than are available in the regular army. 
It is claimed that at present there are 
not enough available men to mnn the 
defenses now completed or in course of 
construction. It {s proposed to train 20.- 
000 members of the state militia to sup- 
ply the deficiency and they will be known 
as a “coast artillery reserve.” While 
Serving in this capacity in case of war 
the men would give up temporarily their 
position In the state troop. 

Fort Fort Screven, at Savannah. four 
companies are to be delegated to service 
Inside the forts and four will serve as 
“coast artillery supports.”’ These troops 
are for the purpose of protecting the 
forts on the land side from possible as- 
saults of small landing parties. 

Assistant Secretary of War Oliver has 
forwarded to Governor-elect Hoke Smith 
a letter asking him to designate the or- 
ganizations of the national guard of 
Georgia to go to Savannah for a week or 
ten days’ instructions during the period 
from July ! to 15, or at such other time 
as may be most acceptable to him. 

Secretary Oliver says: 

“As the strength of the various com- 
panies of your national guard is below 
the number of men required for each 
battery as specified, it will not be prac- 
ticable to furnish the full force so far 
as strength {s concerned, but the follow- 
ing deta!l is suggested: 

“Fort Screven, four batteries heavy ar- 
tillery to act as coast artillery reserves 
at the batteries, four companies o? in- 
fantry as supports. 

“All field, staff and non-commissioned: 
staff officers of regiments from which 
companies may be detailed are invited to 
take part in the course of instruction, 
This duty will be without expense to the 
State, 

A company of state troops will be as- 
signed for duty with each company of 
the reguiar coast artillery, the men and 
officers of the lattar acting as instruc- 
tors to the men and officers of the for- 
mer.
